During this discussion, 
it was learned that FERRARO had obtained a list of names of 
Chicago policemen who live outside of the city limits of 
Chicago. The informant advised that FERRARO gave this list 
to D'ARCO and instructed him to furnish this list to the 
police commissioner and advise him at that time that a copy 
of the list was being sent to the mayor and the editors of 
the "Sun-Times", "Daily News", and "Tribune", all Chicago 
newspapers. 


It is believed that this list of names had been 
used in an attempt by the syndicate to approach these police¬ 
men in order to have them work for the syndicate in that they 
would furnish information of value when necessary. It is 
believed that those who would not go along with this were 
advised that their addresses would be furnished to the 
commissioner with the result that they would have to be fired 
from their jobs if they did not move back into the city.

During this conyersation, HUMPHREYS, in discussing 
security, pointed out that one of the dangers is in putting 
too much confidence in telephone operators. In this connection, 
he sta ted that FR ANICIE, referring to FERRARO, is one who does 
that. HUMPHREYS adyised that FERRARO had told him just a 
day or so preyiously that he was paying the operator $5 a 
month at which time HUMPHREYS said "FRANKIE, you’11 never 
get by that way.

On that same datę, the informant advised that HUMPHREYS and 
FERRARO discussed further meetings at which time HUMPHREYS 
pointed out that he, FERRARO, should arrange the meetings 
with various individuals on different days and never meet 
the same person at the same place on the same day during 
the week. FERRARO advised that he was trying to break up 
the various meetings in that manner. HUMPHREYS advised that 
it would be a good idea to break up these meetings in such

From the above conversation, it would appear that 
FERRARO has been placed in charge of making arrangements 
to meet with local officials for discussions on various 
matters. At a later time in the conversation, the individuals 
turned to a discussion regarding the recent round-up of 
several policemen in Chicago accused of assisting an arrested 
burglar in recent burglaries. In connection with this, FERRARO 
stated that prior to their pickup, he had received word that 
something was going to happen, having found out that a large 
group of police officials had gathered and that they all had 
sealed orders. FERRARO stated "We don’t know what the orders 
were, but I closed Cicero down." It is apparent that FERRARO, 
not knowing what was in the sealed orders but believing 
them to contain orders for a gambling raid, ordered all 
gambling activities in Cicero, Illinois, closed down. This 
information reflects that FERRARO's power now spreads to 
the entire syndicate operation of Cook County rather than 
being just contained within the First Ward.
